Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the subject matter in 
claims 12-14 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because "means" should be omitted. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 6,7 and 11-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 6 and 7, "A suction anchor" does not commensurate with the preamble from 

which they depend from. 

Claim 1 1 , "so-embedded" is indefinite. 

Claims 12 and 13, "in like manner" is indefinite and one cannot determine the metes 
and bounds of the claimed subject matter. 

Claim 14 is ambiguously constructed and indeterminate in scope because it purport to 
claim both an apparatus and method of using or practicing the apparatus in a single 
claim. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 1 01 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 
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6. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because it improperly embraces both 
product or machine and process. The language of 35 U.S.C. 101 sets forth statutory 
classes of invention in alternative only. See Ex parte Lyell, 17 USPQ2d 1549. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-8, rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated Nixon by (US 
4086866). 

Nixon discloses a seabed anchor (11) having soil retaining means (see area 
where members (41) and (42) are pointing), fluid connection (12). Re claim 5, (see 
where member 13 is pointing). Re claim 6, (see where members (41) and (42) are 
pointing). 

9. Claims 1 -3,6-7,8-1 0,12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Nixon (US 3967393) see Figs 5-8. 

Nixon discloses a seabed anchor (10) having soil retaining means (see area in 
Figure 7 where soil is retained), fluid connection (113). Method steps are taught in col. 
3 line 15+. 
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10. Claims 1-3,6-7,8-10,12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Nixon (US 3967393) see Figs 1-2. 

Nixon discloses a seabed anchor (1) having soil retaining means (5), fluid 
connection (3). Method steps are taught in col. 3 lines 1-15. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claims 1 1 and 1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Nixon (Figures 1-2 and 5-8). 

With regards to claim 1 1 , Nixon discloses the invention substantially as claimed. 
However, Nixon is silent about installing the anchor in a non-vertical manner. It would 
have been considered obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to install the anchor in a 
non-vertical manner in order resist non-vertical loads. 

With regards to claim 13, Nixon discloses the claimed invention except for plurality 
of anchors. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to provide a plurality of anchors, since it has been 
held that mere duplication of the essential working parts of a device involves only 
routine skill in the art. St. Regis Paper Co. v. Bemis Co., 193 USPQ 8.
